INSTITUTE IN DENVER. DOCTORS AT FITSIMMONS ARMY MEDICAL 
CENTER, WHICH HAS COOPERATIVE ARRANGEMENT WITH CRAIG, 
SUGGESTED JOHNSON BE TRANSFERRED WALTER REED. THIS 
ALTERNATIVE EXPLORED BUT NOT AVAILABLE, 

2. AT TIME OF ACCIDENT, JOHNSON WAS PARTICIPANT IN TEN 
MONTH EXCHANGE PROGRAM SPONSORED BY YOUTH FOR UNDER- 
STANDING HEADQUARTED ANN ARBOR, MICHIGAN. MRS. JOHNSON 
IS WITH SAMUEL IN DENVER, BUT DEPARTMENT HAS NOT SPOKEN 
WITH HER. EMBASSY MAY WISH EXPRESS SYMPATHY TO GEN. 
JOHNSON THIS UNFORTUNATE ACCIDENT AND TRY DETERMINE IF
